Hi Mark, 


A friend of mine put up an R7000 a little over a year ago. Everything 

was fine for about 4 months, when he also started having problems 

with high SWR, especially on 17 meters. Several calls to Cushcraft 
resulted in nothing but frustration. Because the problem got worse 

when it was raining out, Cushcraft said he needed to move the antenna 
farther away from the roof to avoid "wet roof syndrome" ( Cushcraft's term, 
honest! ) 


Cushcraft did say that early production R7000's had trap covers that did 
not seal the traps properly. They changed materials from a sort of 

opaque to a gray. What is the color of your trap covers? If they are of 
the early production material, Cushcraft should send you a new set, if you 
ask them. 


It sounds to me like you have gotten moisture in your traps, and that is why 
your SWR is going bonkers. That was, indeed, the problem that my friend 

had. As a matter of fact, he ordered a new 15 / 17 meter trap to replace the 
original unit. Needless to say the old one was soaked when he replaced it. 


So, he has a new 15 / 17 meter trap and new trap covers on the remaining 
traps, and has not had any more problems with high SWR. 


Hopefully this information will prove helpful.

David, 


I had this happen to mine once. I think it was a bad 74HC240. Replace it 
and see what happens. 


If not, I would check the 8v bus to see if the 7808 is still passing 
enough current at the proper voltage. Also use a 22 uf tantalum on the 
input to the 7808 and a 10 uf tantalum on the output. And be sure to 
bypass the cathode end of D6 with a .01 or .1 uf cap to the ground hole 
just about the silk screened "1996"on the PCB. You can share the other 
end of the added bypass cap with the hole D6's cathode lead goes in, if 
you clean out all the solder in the hole and squeeze the cap and diode 
leads flat slightly. 


Mine will produce 7.2 - 8 watts all day long at 13.8v and the power level 
never drops off. 12.6 volts gives an easy 5 watts on the gell cell. 
Output network values I use are: 560pf-1000pf-560 pf, all silver mica. L3 
is 12 turns evenly spaced around the entire toroid, and L4 is 11 turns 


kinda compressed together on the top half of the toroid.

I was reading thru a bunck of books on antennas and found a simple SWR 
indicator for those with a 300 ohm ribbon feedline. The source is PRACTICAL 
WIRE ANTENNAS by John Heys (G3BDQ) pg84. 


It uses a pair of 60 mA lamps connected "back-to-back". If the lamp closest 
to the transmitter glows normal brilliance and the other lamp does not light 
or very dimmly does, the SWR is less than 2:1. 


DESIGN: I will "try" to describe the arrangement. Take a 12" piece of 300 ohm 
tv line and solder the wires together at each end. At the mid-point of the 
ribbon cut one of the wires and strip back the insulation about 1/4" on each 
wire. Each of these wires connect respectively to the case of a lamp. The 
bottom connection of each bulb is commonly joined. The assembly is laid 
parallel to the antenna feed line and taped to it. Carefully one of the wires 
in the 300 ohm feed has a small amout of insulation removed and the wire 
connecting the common base of the lamps is attached here.

>My question is could the tracks be used safely for a ground? 
>Is there RF on the rails? 

>What voltages may exist? 

>I'm thinking of a clip underneath the track. 


I think this is defenitely a bad move. You would be trespassing to start 
off with which may or may not cause grief, but the worst problem is that if 
ANYTHING goes wrong you will become a prime suspect for 
sabatage/terrorism/whatever the local authorities wish to say. If this 
seems far fetched, don't be misled. We have had two major derailments here 
in the last couple of years one of which was an act of sabatage which 
derailed an AMTRAC train seriously injuring many poeple. The first people 
that got rounded up were the people who had been seen around the track and 
it wasn't good enough just have a logical explaination of why they were 
there. Each one was a suspect and subject to all the bad press that goes 
along with a full investigation. On top of all of that if you escape 
prosecution you may still lose your butt in a civil suit of some kind (see 
0.3.Simpson). 


Now for the technical side. I'ma little less versed on this but I believe 
that the tracks carry some voltage/signals to operate the block and crossing 
Signals. If you were to inadvertantly interfere with the proper operation 
of this equipment ....see paragraph 1. 


Sorry to rain on the picnic but I'd hate to read about you on the front page 
of the newspaper for something other than a major accomplishment is Amatuer 
Radio.

In the movie CONTACT, there are a couple of references to the received 
signals being "100 Jansky's." I have had several emails asking about this, 
and thought I'd pass it on to QRP-L, for those also interested. 


QUICK, SWEET AND SIMPLE ANSWER ... 


A "Jansky" (abbreviated Jy) is a unit of measuring received power at radio 
telescopes, named after Karl Jansky, who made the serendipitous discovery 
that radio waves comes from space in 1932. 


1Jy = 1x10EE-26 watts = 1x10EE-23 mW = -230 dBm (since imwW=0dBm) 
and, Ellie's "100 Jansky" alien signal would then be 
100Jy = 100x10EE-26 watts = 1x10EE-21 mW = -210 dBm 
A LITTLE MORE DETAIL ... 


Believe it or not, at a radio telescope such as the VLA or VLBA, a 100Jy 
Signal would be VERY strong. In fact, a 1Jy signal is considered strong. 
A single VLA antenna is capable of detecting down to about 4mJy (milli-Jy) 
at our most optimum wavelengths. Astronomers use Jansky's to convert the 
power of the source at the antenna to temperature in degrees K. Each 
radio telescope is calibrated such that a 1Jy change in signal equals 

nn degree change in Kelvins. Then by subtracting out system temperature, 
antenna temperature, and heating effects of our atmosphere, the actual 
temperature of the incoming signal can be determined. Then by knowing the 


distance from the antenna to the source (in our case, in light years!), the 
surface temperature of the source can be determined. This enables 
astronomers to determine the physical and chemical processes that are 
occuring at the source ... say a star or Supernova remnant. That's how 
they come up with the Crab Nebula being a mere 30,000 deg. K at the core, 
even though the received power is around 200mJy. (-240dBm). 


Back to Ellie ... since a 100Jy signal is so strong, it would have likely 
been detected by half the radio telescopes on earth within hours, an 

IAU telegram issued so the other half could observe it within 24 hours. 
In the real world of radio astronomy ... that makes Ellie about the 
luckiest astronomer on earth just to have been the one to hear it first! 
(Aaah, details, details. Sorry, Jodie). Of course, that does give Ellie 
publication rights. (You know, publish or perish). 


AND EVEN STILL MORE INFO FOR THE JANSKY NEOPHYTE ... 
(Hit DELETE key here if you're getting bored) 


Since every radio telescope is different by having different sizes of 
dishes (effective aperature, Ae), different half-power beam widths, 
pre-detection bandwidths, system temperatures, etc., Jansky's are actually 
converted into a normalized power, abbreviated So, for flux density. This 
ensures that the power you received is properly adjusted for the actual 
antenna and system you are using, so observatories all over the world can 
observe the same source and come up with the same value for Jy or deg. K., 
inspite of whether you're using a 10M dish or 100M dish. 


Since Ellie used the VLA (and I just happen to know the VLA antenna 
performance specs), it kinda boils down to this. 


dTmin Tsys/sqrt (Bandwidth *« integration time) 


= 300 deg. K/sqrt (10MHz x 10 seconds) = 0.03 deg. K 
Or, a single VLA antenna can resolve a change in temperature of 0.03K 


dSmin = dTmin(2k/Ae) = .03deg K * (2.76 x EE-23 / 250 sq. meters) 
.033 x 10EE-26 watts = 3.3 mJy = -254 dBm 


Or, a single VLA antenna can resolve a 3.3mJy signal (4mJy accepted value). 


where, k= 1.38 x 10EE-23 (Boltzmann's constant) 
Ae= effective aperature of VLA antenna, = 250 square meters 


Detecting such a weak signal (what, you don't call -250dBm weak?) is 
possible, not only to the large dish size (VLA = 88 ft. diameter), but 
because we integrate the received noise power over a large bandwidth and 
for a long period of time. Our pre-detection bandwidth is 50MHz, although 
I used 10MHz above, since that would be more typical for the type of 


signal Ellie was trying to find (narrow banded carrier type). 10 seconds 
is the default integration time of the VLA. 


However, in CONTACT, this cute alien audio signal was heard in the control 
room speakers ... implying a much narrower bandwidth (probably 2MHz to 
include the video bandwidth of "Hilter") and a very fast integration time 
to process the audio, probably 0.01 seconds. (Audio integrated over 10 
seconds would be a DC voltage). Under these constraints, Ellie's 100Jy 
signal would actually be MUCH stronger,

pixAexSoxBW (to determine received power in Watts from the 
flux density, So, for a given antenna) 


3.14*250m*1x10EE-24Watts*2MHz bandwidth (for VLA/CONTACT conditions) 
1.6 x 10EE-15W = 1.6x10EE-12mW = -118dBm 


where, So is power for 100Jy. 


And if she had used say a 10KHz bandwidth just for the audio portion, 
W = 3.14*250mx*x1x10EE-24W*x10 KHz BW 
= 7.9x10EE-18W = 7.9x10EE-15mW = -141dBm 


Now that's getting STRONG. 


And say YOU were trying to hear Ellie's 100Jy signal in your back yard 

on your dipole (the effective aperature for a dipole is 3 sq. meters) 
W = 3.14*3*1x10EE-24Wx3KHz BW 

3x10EE-20 watts = 3x10EE-17mW = -165 dBm 


But, if you could increase your antenna gain by 20dB or so and a 10dB 
front end RF amplifier, YOU COULD HAVE DETECTED ELLIE'S 100JY SIGNAL 
IN YOUR OWN BACK YARD WITH AN NC40, 38S, SST, SIERRA, etc. 


And you thought this had nothing to do with QRP! 


And since I'm using the observatory's computer to send this post to QRP-L, 
I feel it only fair to point out that the VLA does *xnot*x do any SETI work. 
>From the above, it should be obvious that to detect a SETI signal, you 
would have to be on the exact frequency, a very narrow bandwidth and almost 
instantaneous integration time ... none of which the VLA is physically 
capable of doing. A rerun of "I Love Lucy" would be integrated into DC 

by our correlators and integrators.
